He said the GOP Senate and 


House leaders agreed unanimously 
at a breakfast meeting that Ken- 
nedy, in the interest of concluding 
the negotiation within a reason- 
able time, "should now fix a time 
limit and so notify the Russians.' 


"It is perfectly apparent that 


the Soviets are not negotiating— 
they are conducting a monumen- 
tal stall," Dirksen said in a state- 
ment summing up the GOP posi- 
tion. 


"Because underground nucleai 


tests cannot be delected, it leaves 
the Russians free to continue thi: 
kind of testing if they wish while 
we have suspended our own el- 
torts in this field." 


Dirksen said Kennedy declared 


during his presidential campaign 
last Oct. 9 that he intended, if 
elected, to "prescribe a reason 
able but definite time limit to de 
termine whether significant prog 
ress is being made" at Geneva 


"In view of the notable lack o 


progress to this date, we feel that 
in the interest of arriving at somi 
discernible conclusion, Presiden 
Kennedy should now fix a tim 
limit and so notify the Russians,' 
Dirksen added. 


"We feel that this is not only 


essential to American prestige 
but will make clear to the worl 
the true intent of the Soviet Ur

How to Holt 
Communism

WASHINGTON (AP) - One of 


the major dilemmas of the Ken- 
ned.t administration is not lack of 
military power, which it has to 
enormous degree, but how to use 
what it has to stiff-arm the ad- 
vance of communism. 


It can't in any situation use 


that power without risking war. 
In some places it doesn't want, 
to take the risk—as in Laos; in 
others it appears willing to—as 
in West Berlin. 


/<jfcere it is unwilling to take 
the risk it needs programs to win 
the allegiance of people who will 
jbtherwise buy communism if it 
ieems to fit their needs. 
I Just because Americans despise 
^Communism, it doesn't follow that 
Backward peoples also despite it 
if it offers more than they have 
how or can look forward to. In 
short, in some places ideas are 
bel^gr than tanks. 


'ffle administration says it is 


'Determined to defend West Ber- 


lin if the Russians try to shut it 
off. 
But it has to. The city is 


Both the gateway to Western Eu- 
rope and a symbol of Western 
unity. 


Thus Secretary of State Dean, 


Rusk at Oslo Monday was able 
to join with other foreign minis- 
ters of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization in a firm resolve to 
stand up for Berlin against the 
increased Russian pressure. 


This could mean war. But un- 


less Berlin is defended, the West- 
ern alliance probably will 
fall 


apart. If so, the individual Euro- 
pean nations will have (o make 
their separate peace with Russia 
and his. country will 
be 
left 


alone and isolated. 


But 
the Kennedy administra- 


tion has shown none of his de- 
termination in moving into Laos 
against the Red-led Pathet Lao 
guerrillas who have taken over 
two-thirds of the country while 
the United States gnawed its nails 
and waited for a cease-fire. 


The eventual loss of all Laos 


to communism seems inevitable. 
But Laos, in an inside pocket of 
Asia, is a bad place for the Unit- 
ed States to get involved mili- 
tarily. There was no support for 
such a move in this country. 


But the next, and much more 


important effort of communism, 


is in Soiith Viet Narti. Again the 
United States may face the choice 
of intervening or seeing all Viet 
Nam go down the Communist 
drain. If it does, all Southeast 
Asia is open to Red pressure. 


The 
administration 
talks 
of 


training guerrilla 
fighters 
and 


sending them into backward coun- 
tries to train natives in that kind 
of warfare against potential • Red 
guerrillas. 


But the basic question remains: 


Are the backward people any- 
where going to show any interest 
in fighting Communists if they of- 
fer promises and programs which 
seem better and more immediate 
than anything the local govern- 
ment backed by this country pro- 
poses? 


Last Sunday in the Washing- 


ton Post reporter Warren Unna, 
after a trip to Southeast Asia, 
wrote of the war in Laos where 
this country backs a right-wing 
government and Russia backs the 
Pathet Lao guerrillas. 


"By general acknowledgment of 


both American and British offi- 
cials on the spot, the Pathet Lao 
is capable of winning any nation- 
wide election hands down," Unna 
wrote. 


Unna didn't say why the Lao- 


tians prefer the Pathet Lao to, 
the American-backed right-wing

uncles, aunts and cousins includ- 
ed—were among the 134,000 Dutch 
Jews who died in the reign of ter- 
ror. Only 6,000 of Holland's Jew- 
ry, survived, he .testified. 


Melkmann himself was on the 


way to the Esienstadt gas cham- 
bers when his death train was 
blocked at Torgau, on the Elbe 
River, by the fast-joining Soviet 
and .American armies. 


The witness told of "horrible 


sights" in his last few months at 
the Belsen camp and "even cases 
of cannibalism which I saw in the 
women's camp where they had no 
food at all." 


He said one inmate reported
